Nobody ocbaims 
that our methods of fixing 
responsibility, or punishing 
a cririnal, are perfect or 
even adequate. or that most 
criminals are anything but 
the product of their envir- 
onment. But where a svs- 
tem of law prevails that 
holds each individuel res- 
ponsible. for his actions 
people no longer lrwe in a 
jungle in which the stron- 
est takes all. For the in- 
ividual — such as Mr 
Gellancz— forgiveness 
may prove an excellent 
systom of spiritual. hy 
giene. much better than 
hate and dreama ef ven- 
geance. A sovereggn nation 
has a moral respionsibilits 
as far as crimes are con 
cerned and is obliged to 
prosecute genocides as 
fearlesslv as pickpockets 
On the whole this has been 
recognized, and sfyme of those 
who had been unable to

OUGH imporisot in themeriver 
however, neither of these develop 
ments can be considered more than * 
skirmish with the real problem of Arabi: 
language reform. For decades now Ara? 
writers and linguists have been aware 
that a wholesale reform must be intro 
duced if Arabic ie to become acce * bie 
te normal study. The ia'r Ali » ’ 
S& great poet and scholar of modern 
Egypt. once told the Egyptian Lent sg 
Academy: “The reading of Arab of 
become « veritable riddle and «en exact 
ing scientific exercise of great irvo've 
ment and complexity. So much «0 tha! 
you cannot read Arabic as it shou a he 
read unless you are at one and the sam: 
time a philologist. 4 grammarian and « 
linguist.” Much of this difficulty com be 
attributed to Arabic calligraphy. which 
has been deacribed by Abdul ‘Ariz Fah 
mi. another Egyptian man of letters. as 
“a Vicious plague, the root of all the 
trouble a cancer.” No people, it seema, 
bas made of its script so much of an ela- 
borate art as the Arabe managed to do 
It is interesting to note that through- 
out the forties the Fgyptians were the 
most and sometimes the only advocates 
of ianguage reform, one of whose main 
tenets was the adoption of Latin charac- 
ters. But with the advent of the Free 
Officers, and especially after Cairo s deci- 
sion to be the standard-bearer of Pan- 
Arab Unity. these voices became silent. 
The pros and cons of the adoption of La- 
tin characters are many and varied, but 
one of the main arguments againcet.it is 
what can be called the Arab nationalist 
one. If language ig the symbol! and bul- 
werk of « nation’s spiritual unity. then 
i becomes almost blasphemous to seek 
to change any of its characteristics. 
Arabic. the opponents of Latinization 
have argued ig an Arab tongue with 
Arab characters; the adoption of Latin 
characters would render Arabic half- 
Arab and half-Western! Again. they con- 
tinue. Arabic has ite own philosophy, fts 
own form and its own spirit; if we adopt 
Latin characters it would be as though 
we dressed it in an attire which does not 
belong to it. As things stand now. the 
advocates and the opponents bote Me in- 
active. But the debate continues. 
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
